HOW TO PMESERVE THE COAST FISH- 


EKIES. 


In view of tho fact that tho llshoricn on 


tho south coast of Now England have de- 
clined iu value,Professor Baird recommends 
tho adoption by Hhodo Maud, Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut and Now York, of a bill 
which he has drafted giving tho commis- 
sioners ot ?ach state authority to license tho 
pounds. This provision is one of great im- 
portance, giving the slate moro cfllciout 
control over the pounds, aud will no doubt 
bo acceptable to tho owners of thoso estab- 
lishments, as it would givo them security 
against interference from other parties that 
they do not at present possess. 
Tho penal- 


ty attached to lishinq without a license, and 
tho ability of a stato the 
readily to 


punish on offender by depriving him of his 
permission to fish, will render parties care- 
ful how they offend; and by Riving to (ho 
informer iu consequence of whoso complaint 
tho license is withdrawn tho drat choice of 
taking the station forfeited, an inlenso vipi. 
lance will bo induced on the part of those 
who may desire to secure a favorite location, 
and thus supersede the necessity of nu ex- 
pensive surveillance on the purl of (ho 
state.

Olio very interesting experiment was tried 


to show the effects of unconOucfl dynamite. 
A piece of rolled iron, four mid one-half 
inches thick and seven or eight inches square 
was laid on a fiat rock uear tho beginning of 
tho break water. A wooden frnmc conform- 
ing to tho outline of the iron,—a sort of box 
without top or bottom.—was sot on the iron 
and into it was packed closely by Lieut. 
Hills and Mr. Wayland, Iho chemist of the 
station, fivo,pouuds of dynamite or nitro- 
glycerine mixed with enough silica to give it 
solidity. Tho substance looked like vary 
dirty lump salt. This dynamite,with nothing 
at all over it and only a slight box about it, 
was discharged by electricity.

The ground shook for 


somodislaiico. Tho rock on which tho iron 
was placed was broken iu several places.

strength could it not put forth, when vital- 
ized by a spark, to free itself from impris- 
onmout in a drill hole or an iron shell ?

Governor Howard's speech at Oakland 


Beach on the 2Sth ult. has in it ilie right 
ring. It was at a gathering of tho friends 
of temperance, meant to be a New England 
Mass Sleeting. For four years now in suc- 
cession sucli a meeting has been held at 
some point on Iho Karragunsett—tho last 
tho best of them all. 
Notwithstanding the 


storm threatened iu tho early morning kept 
many iiway, tho meeting was a "success." 
Tho governor of Rhode- Island was its pre- 
siding officer, and his speech spoke the ex- 
act work that llhodo Island needed from his 
lips, and showed that ho means business. 


Wo will explain. In no Neiv England 


state has the temperance cause boon of late 
years at so low a point as in JRhode Island. 
Whatever may havo boon the causes, it has 
not been because there were uo earnest ha- 
ters of the liquor traffic, and none who wept 
and prayed over tho desolations it hag 
caused. 
Sonic have been BO devoted that 


by tho more moderate they havo boon 
thought fanatics, aud it is very possible that 
there has been on tbo other, sido n lack of 
that charity which, by its right exercise, 
would havo brought the moderate to a 
higher zeal, and at least refrained from re- 
pelling thorn by denouncing them as really 
allied to the liquor interest, lleforms aro 
very apt to bo iuipntieut 
and opinionative 


as well; and thcro aro those who think (but 
whether rightly, or not, we do not presume 
to say) one great difficulty has been tho 
pertinacity with which individual men insist 
on their own particular ideas and plans, re- 
fusing to cooperate in the execution of 
those of others. And Governor Howard 
Booms to imply tfie same in some of his re- 
marks. "I moot with a great many men, 
very good temperance men, who assert 
loudly their devotion to tho cause of tena- 
peranco, but who are constantly expressing 
their

fear that it will not bo a success. 
I meet 


with others of an opposite cast of mind, 
who secni to be very much troubled that tho 
government of the state has not already put 
a stop to all liquor soiling within tho bound- 
aries of the Htfile.

vve shall over succeed in entirely satisfying 
both of thesu 
classes." Tho same sort 


of trouble "\vfls once in the Corinthian 
church, where one had n psalm, another a 
hymn, and both wanted to sing at tho same 
time. 


A great difficulty in the way of tho reform 


in llhodo Island is in the fact that its pop- 
ulation lies largely in two cities. 
"We have 


not the census reports at hand, but not far 
from one half of the population of the state 
is in Providence oud Nowuort. tho 
v former 


city containing but a fraction short of a 
hundred thousand. Vice and drunkenness 
always Hock to the cities as a centre. Every- 
body knows that Newport goes, body and 
soul, for liquor. 
Probably no city in the 


Northern states, audit is one of tho small- 
est, with a census of only some fifteen thou- 
sand, VfQ believe, consumes so much, or so 
flaunts its shame. It is an article of 
common trade in tho grocories, its advertis- 
ing banners float iu its main thoroughfare, 
and it is nu offence in the nostrils of strang- 
ers as they walk through Thames street. 
Its ancient distilleries bound tho city [hand 
aud foot, and it has not yet throvrn, off its 
fetters. A license system, that 
provides 


for tho regulated salo of liquors, is doubt- 
less, more congenial to it and its palatial 
Summer residents than prohibition, The 
drinking usages of tho town havo social 
sanction, and not a few total abstinence 
men judging only from thoir immediate 
surroundings, boncstly doubt tho wisdom of 
a prohibitory law. 


And Providence is far from being practi- 


cally a.temperance town.

I have cut largo unsightly bull and 
Canada thistles from the banks of our mill- 
race and tho result is that red clovtrhas im- 
mediately come up and bloomed in the plaeo 
of the thistles, which I had appropriated for 
a mulching to keep my early, potatoes from 
suffering by tho draught.
